LoNDO.v, July 8. — A complaint comes 
from Windfor that some of tho well-born 
uttiiehcs in the suite of tho Gorman Kaiser 
have given serious offence by their imper- 
tinence toward the wonicn belonging to re- 
spectable resident families. These German 
noblemen seem ignorant of tho compiirutive 
ireedoin enjoyed by young women in Eng- 
land as 10 walking abro.id 'without female 
puardiuns, and without suspicion of 
impropriety. On severats occai^iuns the 
foreigners hare taken the liberty 
to bow and even to speak to 
women to whom they received no introduc- 
tion, and who extended no invitation for 
their acquaintance. This - has caused no 
little ill feeling towards some of Queen 
Victoria's Germiin friends, and there is 
talk of a thrashing for the next fellow in 
gold and luco and with decorations of 
various colors, who may dare to bow and 
scrape to any lady to whom ho him 
not been introduced. It is slid that 
two stalwart Englishmen related to a young 
lady who had been thus insulted, were in 
wait this evening to cire a severe thumping 
to the offender should they happen to see 
him. There is good reason to believe that 
tho report of current '.alk has penetrated 
the castle, and that tho Kaiser's people, or 
thoae of them who have blundered, will bo 
more circumspect in future, and have more 
correct ideas as to the privileges of English 
women who uru not accompanied by an 
escort.

Proceeding, 
he said Mr. Cliarltou knew the statement 
was as incorrect as the alleged atlidavit 
against Dr. liickcy, regarding timber lim- 
its, which was full of lies. At this point 
Mr. Speaker interrui)ted, and Mr. Bowell 
liad to withdraw. 

There were strange developments in to- 
day's meeting of the Public Accounts com- 
mittee. Mr. Sonterville subiniitcd to a 
severe examination several clerks employed 
in tho In,terior department. It transpired 
that the dorks under assumed names signed 
checks, and draw extra pay for work done 
after hours. Turner, a clerk, admitted he 
had received S'237 extra for work performed 
under the name ot Joseph Wright, be 
possessed a power of attorney, but bad re- 
ceived verbal authority from SVright, whom 
he had not seen moro than threo or 
lour times in five years. Mr. Henry, secretary, 
admitted that the substituting of extra 
work was being carried on extensively. 
Mr. Burgess, deputy minister, said he did 
not kno'iV whether Wright was a lietitious 
name or not. Henry also stated that on 
one oci.'asion Mr. Burgess asked him to 
make out a check payable to Iliiinph'^cy's, 
a clerk in the depirtnicnt, for S-00, 
although only entitled to $100. 
.SnlHequently Burgess explained the 
matter.

A Horrible SpcclHclc. 
Nbw York, July 8.— The body of M.. 
Smiler, one of the murderers killed byr 
electricity in Sing Sing, was brought tc. 
this city this afternoon by undertiaker 
Hurlbury on the train, which left Sing Sing 
at 1 ;30 o'clock. The body h»d been olaiofiBd 
by Smiler's widow, the woman ho inarrietl 
and deserted for tho wo.iian whom he aftor- 
«'ards iniinlercd. 'The body was takotR 
from the train to the nnderiakiug eslablbih- 
iiiLut at :{li."i West 'J.")th street. 'Three or 
fcnir hundred people were gathered to wit- 
ncjs the ariival of the body. By ii jiievious 
arraiigiucnt with the undertaker, un Eve- 
ning World reporter was in w.iiting at the 
rooms to see the body of the executeti' 
niurilc'e '. The eodin was taken to the 
basement by the undertaker's assistants ami' 
the lid was iiuickly taken oil', exposing tho 
dead iiians's face. 'i'lie reporter stcoil 
close by and was horrific 1 at the sight that 
met his eyes. Smiler's luee hail lieen burred' 
and seamed by the elecli ic lUii'l until it pi e- 
sented the ap|iearancc ol lie:ng Inoilcd. Thc^ 
hair on the front of the head, ilu moustache 
and eyebrows had been singed oil'. Tho 
face was furrowed and scarred as though 
with II. hot iron. Theao marks were not 
those of dissecting knife or scalpel. Tlu'\^ 
were palpable burns. I'rci.sing clofcr to f ce-. 
the dead face plainer, the reportci' attracted'.? 
the attention of lln.' uiidertakcr's as-jistantS, . 
and tliey seized him by the shoulder and ,, 
compelled him to leave the iilace before any • 
other portion of the botiy was exposed. To 
repeated requests to bo allowed to see th» - 
body, the rt-porter was informed that na ■ 
one but the undertaker and. his assistantB 
would he permitted to see it untiil it had beein . .

'Capt. Frank White's t'ompanloa Tells 
How They Saved Their Lives 
in an Open Boat. 



Eor Sixty-Eight Hours Without Food 
or Drink-Whiio There's Life 
There's Hope. 



O. A. Noble of Hamilton, Washington, 
ia a tall, black -bearded, atnlwort young 
man, of perhaps thirty years of ni;9, who 
for several days past ha.i been a guest at 
the Occklenlal. He does not look like one 
who has seen mucli of the rough side of 
life; and yet, within the last month, lie has 
been nearer to death than the majority of 
mortals venture— and return. 

It is now al)Out two months ago, shux-, 
with liis friend, dplain iMank White, lie 
sailed from I'ort Townsend on the .schooner 
Sea tiull, wlioae fale lieen uhcady di'S- 
•crihed liy Andy Rei.il)acli, ;ini)tlier of tlie 
ruofortuuate crew. 'I'lie hi.sl s-en of the 
•-Captain und Mr. Xcihlu l)y the occupunls 
-of the other boat— Keisljach und I'onicroy— 
was on June 3rd, when the little craft were 
■ separated by the terrible gale in wliich it 
•■was feared by each party that the other 
iliud i;oae down. 

As Captain White's escape can be regard- 
ed uS little short of miruculous, the btory of 
his struggle with the storm cun best be giv 
en in the words of his oonipanion. He says . 
" We had left the cook at Skidogato, ami 
were alone in the boat — a Gloucester, Maa- 
.saohusetts, sealing boat, 17 f< et long. In it 
we had riggeil a mast and hoisted cauva.ss, 
with which we hoped to make the Skeena, 
und T.' oal -'li the f.teamer going down, i 
was blowing a lierco gale from the time we 
started ont,°and on the afternoon of Jun(! 
;trd, wo were parted from Reisbach and 
I'oinerov, a .siiuall stiiking us und blowing 
the nias't clean away. We had oars, ot 
course, but notlnng conld bedone with them 
in «nch a .sea. I'vi; cn'ss d the ocean niy- 
.self .sixteen lime.s, and Captain Wlute lias 
been as lil ir, in all wuler.s, 'J.) year.s, and 
iieitlior of us liad ever si.'en anything like it 
befure. Al this time we were within eiglii 
milej of liank's Ishuid, jjerfectly ht lple.ss, 
and the i)laything of the atorm, 
which, at tiuies, wnulil tu^-s our 
boat clean out of the wal(;r. I'or .'I'J lionr.s 
from the time wo best .saw .luck and Andy, 
wo were expecting that every minute would 
lie our li.st; and in llii.s lime we drilled 
some 70 miks, to near Ko.se ,S|)il. For 08 
hours the sea washeil over us constantly, 
and we luul tasted neillicr inud niir water. 
As WO drifted l)y Hose .Spit our first sea 
ancnor went, iiu l wo wouhl liave gone loo 
if the capiain had been Iohs of a sailor. Mo 
was deteriuiiiod to liglit to I lie last, and h( 
WBi L From Rose .Spit we drifted down to 
Cupo Fife, und by that time were liotli just 
(ibout e.vhauBied. I couldn't at

the l)()at. Frank faw this, and saw thiit we 
bad t(j get ashore then, if ever. We both 
jrot ready to jump US the bpat was earned 
into the surf, aotl when tho time came the 
captain sang out " UOW for It 1" I tried to 

iiuui), but was 80 weak that I Bimply fell, 
and tim receding WaTO seized mo, 
nnd would have tuken me out w th It, 
had nob Frank grabbed me. He hauled wo 
out sufely and then drew tho boat ashore ; 
the Bale bud almost lubsided. There was 
noBianotUfoonthe oowt, and vre were 



just about as weak as men can be. Frank 
got to tlie boat and rooted out a bottb; of 
.] air aica ginger, half of which he dranl: 

'X'lie stufl 
put life into me, and we managed to get a 
(ire aud something to eat. Then wo .sat 
down on the beacli, and tlie captain said 
something about Jack and Andy ; and 
then we both cried like two children.

Mr Noble cannot say enough in praise of 
Capt. White's bravery and nerve. Ho ex- 
presses much in the terse remark " If it 
wasn't for him, I wouldn't be talking 
now." 

CHICAGO TO NEW YOBK. 

The Lino Win bR the Canadian Pacific Trucks 

Fnun N('W York to Dptroit - Kroiu 'lhat 
Point to ulilcagoaNew Air Lino Will b.i 
Constructed. 

('iiic.\(;o, July 7. — The Canadian Pacific 
Railroad lias about completed urrangements 
that will practically create a new rail route 
between Now York and ('hicago. This 
rumor has received much attention in Chi- 
cago of late, but heretofore has lacked con- 
liniiatioii. An interested official positively 
si lted to d ry that it was a fact, aud g*vc 
the ftiUowiiig details: 

The new route will bo the Canadian 
Pacific fiom Cbicigo to Detrnit ; from De- 
troit on an entirely now air line will be built 
via Fort W'uyue to Chicago ; a new line will 
also lie bnill. from Detroit to Toledo and 
from 'I'lilcihi to a junction with tho Detroit- 
Cliicigo lirancli. Thu Canadian Pacific 

niio" of course oiie-ute lim.'S in llie United 
StutcH, and the new lino.s will lie built by 
tlie liriccThoinus .symliciLtc and 1 li-'iiiv •!:■! 
Terminal interests, amply backed by money 
furnished by Canadian I'uuilic .lireclers. 

.Miiiost, if not (luitf, enough .subsidies 
have been grained liy dill' rent; cities ami 
cDunlies to build ibe line from Detroit. 
Coiilruets have alrc:uly been let for this 
wo|-k, and contractors are bounil to coiii- 
pleto'it before snow flies. In addition, the 
Ciiiuiliaii Pacific has been auf.hori/.ed by the 
pai liameiiL railway coninuttoe to luiild the 
South Ontario Pacitio road from Wooil- 
stock via Hamilton to the Niagara river, 
which will bo spanned by a new cantilever 
bridge. 

Tho same corporation will also build from 
Huirulo via Hamilton to Toronto, ami secure 
another lake outlet by building from Tces- 
wator to Kincardine on Lake Huron. 

This work is all to be completed within a 
year, aud provides for everything except 
li e Chicago terminal, which will be, imless 
present negotiations are declared off, tho 
new Lake Street Elevated Road. In effect, 
I he new road will bo a gigantic belt line 
giving culranco to Chicago of suoh lines as 
ihe bake lOrie & Western, LaoklVWanUB, 
Lehigh Valley, Home, Watortown & Og- 
dimsCunr, Western New York & Pennsyl- 
vania, Itichmoiid Terminul uud others which 
are riuw tieil by other connections. Mileage 
rights will be leased to I'.icsc roads, enough 
leases liaving already been nuvde to guaran- 
tee handsome earnings. With the inaugu- 
ration of the i\ew route llio Canadiuu Pacific 
will diipliciito on thu Atlantic its raoilic 
Ocean fleet of steamers.

P.y Section 17 of the Ua ivcrsity Act 
bSDl , it is enacted that u meeting of the 
Senators of the University of B.C. shall be 
held within one month after their election 
by Convocation. The Senators were elected 
on June 2ud, and the Chancellor, Dr. I. 
W. Powell, accordingly issued circulars 
convening u meeting of the Senate for July 
■Jod. 

On lhat dale there was no (piorum, und a 
week's adjournment was proposed to enable 
the Mainland Senators to attend. How a 
meeting that had no existence could bo ad- 
journed wasapiizzle to sonicof the Islanders, 
and they asscrtcil that no meeting ot the 
Senate being helil within the specified time, 
the powers conferred by the Act had lap- 
sed. Tho jioint being on iinportunt one, 
the Chancellor secured the opinion of the 
Atlorney-tiencral thereon. It is contained 
in Ihe following letter, from his deputy, in

The organ of the Oi)I""*ition, having init'o 
a terrible mess of its lost cducatioual griev- 
ance, scolds like a tormagent and calls 
Barnes. Because we refuse to join it in cou- 
<ienining a man who lias not been afforded 
a proper opportunity of answering for liiin-

self." If our conteniporary was cool enough

single inch of ropo. It evidently believes 
that if tho Government isufTordedtheoppor- 
tuiiity Jo investigate its complaint, it will 
lie found to ba frivoloui and vexatious. 
What other reason can it have for ridioul- 
inj; the idea of baving the case out of which 
it is Rndeavoriog to make politioal capital 
tried by tho constitutional authorities.

'I'lie Colonies cannot expect to have every- 
tliiiiy their own way, and every thoughtful 
man iiiUBl see that if Ihey ar.', in di."pute.s 
ill which foreign nationa are involved, un- 
reasonable and exacting, it lliey evince a 
liitpoi'ition, rtcUlcsMly, to incrcuac the 
Knipire's diflieultics and oomplieationa, tho 
bond which connects tho Colonies with 
(ireut lirilaiii, being continually chafed, 
will nut be able to stand the strain and tho 
Empire will fall to pieces. 

rillS GALLOWS OR TJIE CHAIR.' 

The aec Hint of the fx.'culiim of the iiicn 
who were killed by olectrical thock, was 
not pleuaant reading, but it was not any- 
thing like so horrible as the descriptions 
of h.iiiniiig.s that we have read. It ia evi- 
dent that the four oriininalH ilieil a siul.leii 
anil a painless death. " .Ka (|uiek as 
lightning" has beeomo a proverb in our lan- 
guugo, and it expresses tho rapidity with 
which the death-blow was dealt to those 
unfortunate men. We doubt if, during the 
dread preliminaries, there can lie much 
diflcrence in the mental sufTerings of men 
who are executed by hanging by tlie ne .-k 
until they are dead, and tho.ie who are killed 
by electricity. Tho chair is not more dread- 
ful in appearance than the gallows, ami the 
process of strapping does not, we pre- 
sume, take longer than that of tying the 
hinds and adjusting the nooae. Insensi- 
bility, no doul>t, comes fjuickly to the man 
who is hanged, but it must be instantaneoua 
to him who is killed by electricity. The 
bungling hangings have been inottnaerable, 
and the scenes at the^allows have been hor- 
rible. The criminal has been tortured, and 
tho feelings of the spectators have been bar- 
rowed by the sight of his aufTeriiigs. This can 
hai illy be the case when the execution ia by 
electricity. If the current is strong enough 
there can be no sufTering, and the process ia 
so simple that there is very little room for 
blundering. It is surprising to see honr 
much has been said about the inefHcioucy 
of the electric cuirent. In the face of the 
many accidental deaths by contact with the 
wires of electric lights it is hard to under- 
stand how any one can doubt the deadliness 
of a shock from an apparatus ex- 
pressly made to take life. The 
arrangements for taking tho life of a human 
being arc dreadful to contemplate, let them 
be what they may, Init wo will be nincli 
mistaken if, after people get used to execu- 
tion by electricity, they will not wonder 
how a civilized people ever tolerated execu- 
tion by hanging or beheading. P< rhaps the 
time may come when enlightened men will 
look with horror on capital punishment iu 
any form, but aa long as society considers it 
necessary for its safely and well-being to de- 
prive ceitain classes of criininals of iife the 
more audilcn and the more painless the de- 
privation can be made the lietter. 



and brutal, that the public opinion of the 
world ia gradually rising into indignant pro- 
Ict. Russian men and women are arbit- 
rarily seized by the (iovornment, aiidure im- 
prisoned and exiled without trial or other 
form of law than such aa the Coverniiioiit 
lioriiiita. A free press is unknown, free 
speech ia KnpprcasL'il, and tlie whole body 
of the ]icople are uru.'ilicil and liclplesa under 
the abso'utely iricspoiisihlc will of an auto- 
crat. Despotism, teuipi'red by asaiissiiia- 
tion, is still the truthful description of Rus- 
aiiin rule, and nihilisin is the natnral result. 
Other nutiona of Christendom, including 
those recently released from the griiap of 
Turkey, h ivo free eoiiititutioiial govern- 
ments, but; in Russia there arc no people, in 
the political sense, no di-cus-ior, no repre- 
sentation, no agitation of any kind. The 
liusaians are, practiciUy, as much slaves of 
the tioverninent, as the horses in his stable 
are the jiropcrty of the C/.i\r." 

Yet the people, under ihia Government 
which possesses unliiniteil- authority, and 
wliich makes so bad a use oi its power, 
crawl at tlie feet of tho corrupt creatures of 
the Government, and give to its head the 
endearing title of "Father." People so 
s)) iritless and so devoid of the digidty of 
niaiihood Inirdly deserve a lietter govern- 
ment tlinn that of the Cziir tliey worship.

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. HOW THE CZAll THAYELS. 

UlB Car Is Shutproof and the' Aoad Gnarded 
by Soldiers. 

When the Czar travels in Russiii tlie pre- 
cautions tnkcii for his safety could not be 
greater if hn were in an enemy's country. 
A baltulion of infmitry is detailed for erery 
two miles of diatunce, and allowing 500 
men as the effectivu force of each battulion, 
every spot of ground on bolli sides of the 
track is covered by sentinels within ea.sy 
distance, of cucli other. The Czar is sud- 
denly whirled off to tlie station, accom- 
panied by the chosen twelve of his body- 
guard, without ' pomp or circumstance, 
swiftly and silently. 
<3 The Czar always travels in a train of five 
carria|2e8. His carriage is built in a pecu- 
liar style. The windows, while ample for 
Ilflht, are high, so that » person sitting 
down is invisible from the outstdp, and the 
sides of the car are fortified with plates of 
steel concealed in the ornamental ^vood• 
work, but amply strong to resist a bullet. 
There are two sentry boxes in the carriage, 
one at each end, and each lookine out at un 
opposite side from the other. The guards, 
men on duty in these apartments are shut 
in from any observation of the interior of 
the carriage, bnt at intervals of about two 
feet, the whole length of the saloon, are 
elect lie buttons communicating with the 
guard chambers, as well as with the two 
carriages, one contnining the suite and the 
other, in the rear, occupitd by the guards- 
men not on duty. So far, therefore, as the 
train itself is concerned, the Czar could be 
no more secure in St. Petersburg. 

The train speeds on to its destination 
without a halt, except on account of acci- 
dent. At a distance ot not less than five 
miles ahead is a pioneer trnin, in which the 
imperial director of ruihvuya and the chief 
engineer of the particular railway on which 
the Czir is travelling always ride. Ah the 
pilot train wtiiz/.ea by the reserves along 
the line rush to arms and guard llie .side of 
the railway, waiting until the imperial 
train has passed, so that the spcctaelu is 
present of continuous lines of soldiery for 
hundreds of miles.— New York Press.

The un- 
employed poor are clamoring for food or 
work. There is no work and the authori- 
ties find it hard to supply the food. It now 
eecras, even with the corn duties suspended, 
that Russia could not be depended on for 
the supplies that are required. That coim- 
try is, itself, In dread of u general scarcity, 
owing to the miserable character ot the 
wheat crop, and in some provinces a scarcity 
already exists.

DYING ECHOES. 



Mr. G. W. Smalley, the able eorrcspond- 
cut of the New York Herald, writes as fol- 
lows regarding the latest position of the 
Prince of Wales : 

" The literature of the baccarat case is 
beceming daily less copious, antl people are 
tired of talking about it. Whatever be 
thought of the adequacy of the Prince of 
Wales' apology, there can be no doubt that 
it has been well recuived by the public in 
general. Here and tliero a Nouconformhit 
conference passes a belated resolution which 
attracts no more attention than a tirecrucker 
on the 4th of July. The Prince has recover- 
ed most of the popularity which he never 
lost. He goes about as usual and is received 
as usual. He has paid this week a vi.sil to 
Lord Fitzwilliam at Weiitwortli Wood 
House. Lord Fitzwilliam is one of the 
stiffest and proudest of English nobles. He 
ij about the last man l» do honir to any- 
body, prince or otherwise, whose honor was 
under a cloud. Wentworlh is one of the 
biggest, and perhaps the least beautiful 
hou.so, in Kngland, some seven miles from 
Shellield und a considerable distance from 
anywiiere else, "^'ct on the evening of the 
Prince s arrival thousands of peonle found 
their_ way t* Wentworth from Sheffield, 
Nottingham and sundry other places, amid 
a pouring rain to welcome the Prince and 
Princess with music, torches and cheers. 
The rain put out the torches, but not the 
cheers. They sang "God Bless the Prince 
of Wales," and nobody hissed, as they are 
said, perhaps untruly, to have done else- 
where a fortnight ago. Such a demon- 
stration on such a night, at a spot so dis- 
tant, writes one who was present, show.s 
conclusively enough what the people of 
Yorkshire think of the Prince. The mon- 
archy is still in pretty good repair."

The statement bus been repeatedly pub- 
lished that the cause of the disigrucnient 
between the coal miners und tlie mine 
owners at Puget Sound was the demand of 
the former, that no workmen should be 
employe, I except through the union and by 
thu union, and that none should be di.-i- 
charged without the union's consent. 

If the miners have taken this position 
tlicy lia\e put themselves in the wrong. To 
accede to snch a demand would bring ruin 
on any business. No such principle could 
])08sibly be enforced for any length of 
time, because no business could stand it. 
Gooil munagemeiu is essential to the 
success of uny industry, and if the 
management is taken out of the hands 
of the proprietors the enterprise will fail. 
'Jlio proprietors must have "the right 
to choose their employes and dis- 
charge men when they are not wanted, 
because the proprietors, and they atone, 
arc the judges of tlie conditions under 
which the business can be conducted. "The 
men may be members of a union, they may 
make their demands as to wages and hours 
of labor, and may refuse to work if their de- 
mands are not granted, or, if other than 
union men are employed ; but the proprie- 
tors, nevertheless, must have the right to 
hire the men, us many or as few as they 
think Qt, to employ only the number lliwy 
may want at any particular timn, and to 
disoliurge from service the number in cxce.S". 
It is diilicuU to believe that men employed 
in any indu.stry would a.ssume a position 
contrary to these principle-s, because ihey 
must kn«w that no indu.sti y could li ic if 
these principles wore ignored. 

A.I uHUi.1 in such cases, a great deal of bit- 
terness has been engendered on both sides 
by this dispute in the coal mines at Puget 
Hound. Black men were brought from the 
Kist to take the places of the whito men 
who hud " struck " because their demands 
liiul not been complied with ; and it is com- 
plained that these black men are allowed to 
have arms, and moreover, that watchmen 
and guards are employed by the company , 
who are al.so armed. But the strikers have 
urins ton, and at limes have shown a <li8po- 
fiition to use them ; and it would ajipear 
that one set of men have the same right to 
arm themselves as another. The authorities 
of the state now talk of' 'disarming all the 

Sirties, but it will not bo so easy to do it. 
[ow are the ollieera to enter the houses of 
these people and take away from them the 
arms which the constitution of the state 
■ays distinctly they may have ? It might be 
done, of course, under martial law ; and 
perhaps the desire of finding a way to get 
tho arms is what ia moving the governor to 
the thought of declaring martial law. But 
oven if this expedient is employed arms will 
1)0 concealed and there will Still bo danger 
of bloodshe<l.

civilization, the ancient city of Nagasaki 
teing strikingly illustrative of much that 
belonged to tiie past in the midst of condi 
tions that were continually making new de 
velopments. The S«a of Japan is described 
as having been almost us still as an inland 
lake, the clearness and peculiar tinge of the 
water forming tho subject of continual 
comment, while the vessels, the fowl uiid 
the fish which it contained were among the 
most peculiar that it was possible to 
imagine. Kobe, which was only open- 
ed to foreign trade m KSbS, 
is a very ancient settlement, and the 
civiliMtion, of *Aiich portions of it are the 
the embodiment, is really marvellous. J ho 
lost arts have been spoken of by some 
writers and platform speakers, but so long 
us Kobe and Nagasaki remam, they con- 
tinue in a much more substantial shape 
than mere tradition. _ 

Osaka, the second city of importance in 
the Japanese Empire, is a veritable Asiatic 
Venice; its streets being canals, with its 
dwellings, its stores and its gardens alloat. 
From Kobe the journey is elleo- 
ted by rail to Kioto, a few 
days being very pleasantly spent 
at this place and at NoKaya. Hie cultiva- 
tion of the land in Japan is spoken of as 
wonderful, scarcely an inch of it being un- 
utilized, while the system of irri«atioii is 
almost perfect. A feature of Japanese life 
ia the almost universal use of the Jinglisb 

'" Mudi'^as he had lieanl of it, Victoria has 
been almost a pleasant surprise to Mr. Red- 
fern He admired its substantial appear- 
ance, but confessed that he had not been 
favorably impressed with its sidewalks and 
open drains, the latter of which, 
lie was glad to notice, were be- 
ini' superseded. He was almost 
in love with the electric tramway scrvi-e ; 
but it had scemid to him that the eleetric 
licbting of the city mi^ht be more encckively 
performed. Mr. Redfern spoke warmly of 
the attentions and courtesies which had 
been extended to him, and said that his 
every recollection of the town would lie 
most pleasurable. 

In this connection the following extracts 
from a letter of ^Ir. Thomas Ooniint may be 
of interest. "Going down the l,'20O miles of 
the Red Sea is no joke in the inontli of 
April.

It is calculated that 
2,3 feet of its aurfuco naturally evaporates 
annually, and is made up by the water.s of 
tho Indian Ocean and Mediterranean Sea, 
now since the Suez canal is open. 
Another singular fact connected with it is 
that PC ircely a stream empties into it, and 
yet its watci s are a very pretty sky blue 
far pi-uttii r than thcHu of the Ailantio and 
raritic oceans, fur they freciuently reach a 
teiiiperatnre of 100 degrees. 

(hir days on deck we can pass With com- 
iiaraiive ease, but the nights are more than 
teii'ible. Men arc .stretched out al fresco 
ill the passage ways and on tho decks any- 
where, while sonic try to remain in their 
rnnms. ^ . 

Alaiul ,"i o'cliick in tho iiiorniiig the ships 
men begin wa,^hing douii tlie decks to keep 
them from cracking open and al.so toeoid 
them, and during this tiiiio our port lioles 
are screwed tight. This is the signal for 
most of the reiiiaiiiiiig men to get out on 
deck if they woiilil live at all, « bile not a 
few strip and have the lioso turned on lliem.

in the morning would be funny oi dinarily, 
and not rjuito the thing, Imt heie in ihi- 
aw.ul lioiit, where everyone is .seeking 
tho coolest place for hiiinelf, it is 
not at all out of the way. Tbe Red Sea, 
is wholly surrounded by deserts, and con.sc- 
qucntly any travel over its surface is hot. 
Sitting on dock in tho wind, blowing from 
tho sand to me, I felt tho partiolea of .sand 
Strike my face sharp and hard, causing me 
to put my hand up to tho sting. And such 
is the Red Sea with its surrounding deserts, 
never mofe than 75 milesuway at any time.
